Frederic Township resident Dean 
Welch is sponsoring action to recall 
Brian Hulbert from the office of 
Frederic Township Supervisor, 

Welch submitted wording for the 
recall petition to county clerk Sandy 
Moore on Oct. 26, and that wording 
was accepted by the county’s clarity 
board several days later. A similar 
effort to recall Frederic Township 
Trustee Betty Sajdak was denied 
because of unclear wording. 

The petition listed the following 
reasons for Hulbert’s recall: 1) failure 
tocomply with the Open Meeting Act; 


| 2) failure to give proper posting of 


special mecting held Aug. 29, 1995; 3) 
failure to maintain order at township 


signatures from qualified and 
registered Frederic Township citizens 
equal to 25 percent of the votes cast in 
that township during the last 
gubernatorial election. In the last race 
for governor, 443 votes were cast in 
Frederic Township. Welch, therefore, 
must collect 111 signatures. 
meetings; 4) failure to answer direct 
questions, and; 5) firing of Sparkling 
Cleaning Service without prior board 
approval.

When the signatures are collected, 
Welch must return his petitions to 
Moore, who has five days, by law, to 
ceruify them as being valid. 

Once the signatures are certified, 
the Crawford County Election 
Commission will seta date fora special 


Frederic Township election. 

Welch, currently out of town, was 
unavailable for comment. It is not 
known ifhe intends toresubmit petition 
wording to recall Sajdak. 

In Beaver Creek Township, Gerald 
Balmes has sponsored similar action 
to recail supervisor Irene Schultes. 

Balmes has submitted recall 
wording which still has to be accepted 
by the clarity board. 

Itis expected his recall efforthas to 
do with the fact that Schultes recently 
pleaded guilty to the misdemeanor 
charge of possession of marijuana, 

If Balmes’ recall wording is 
accepted by the clarity board, it will be 
necessary to obtain 115 signatures of 
qualified and registered electors in 
Beaver Creek Township to schedule a 
special election.

Former employee files

Employee alleges harrassment, discrimination 


A former employee has filed suitin 
Roscommon County's 34th Circuit 
Court against Kirtland Community 
College. 

Brent Barrett filed acivil suit stating 
allegations of harassment, discrimi- 
nation and defamation. Barrett al- 
leges that Cary Vajda, dean of student 
services, and Katherine Grosser, for- 
mer dean of business services, and 
Dorothy Franke, president, breaches 
his employmen! a. “8, discrimi- 
nated against hu. ivtaliated when he 
filed civil rights complaints and de- 


famed him with false accusations of 


criminal activity. 
Barrett claims Kirtland violated the 


federal Family Medical Leave Act by 
not allowing him the same work op- 
portunity or family leave as female 
employces. 

He further states that he was im- 
properly terminated and charged with 
stealing rom the college after he filed 
two civil rights complaints. Larceny 
charges against Barrett were dropped 
by the Roscommon County prosecu- 
tor duc to lack of evidence in January, 

Barrett has requested a jury trial to 
hearthecasc. He isasking for $10,000 : 
oneach charge for damages and costs. 

College officials reccived the law- 
suit on Oct. 25 and have 25 days to 
prepare an answer.

Prior to the vote on the contract, 
trustees John Medler and Lynnette 
Corlew both raised questions about 
the legality of the way bids were 
requested and opened. 

“Y’ve had several complaints that 
the supervisor violated the bid 
regulations when he solicited them on 
the telephone,” Corlew said. “I just 
want to make sure we’ve done 
everything in a proper manner.” 

Medier said the regulation was not 
followed because the board of trustees 
did not authonze the solicitation of 
bids, nor were bids sealed when they 
came to the board. He said he was 
concerned that some companies who 
might have wanted to bid were not 
contacted. 

Grayling Township Attorney, 
Doug Dosson said despite the local 
regulations, a municipality has “broad 
discretion” in communicating bid 
requests. 

“But if you think any of the 
complaints have credibility,” Dosson 
said, “reject all bids and start over. 
You’ re not going to get in any trouble 
if you have reasonably tried to be 
fair.” 

Supervisor Stancil satd because the 
current contract was about to expire, 


He said he contacted every 
company in the area that has the 
capability of completing the 
requirements of the contract, 

“Some companies declined to bid 
atall. Some bid by the week, some by 
the pull and some by the month,” 
Stancil said. “I opened them and 
annualized them so they were all 
bidding on the same level.” 

He explained that the new trash 
hauling contract was the first bid to be 
requested since the regulauon went 
into effect. 

“T now realize our policy is to let 
the board know. I leamed from it,” 
Stancil said. 

Corlew said, “I’m satisfied we’ve 
covered everyone who could bid on 
it,” 

After the discussion and the reading 
of bids, Corlew made the motion to 
accept the BFI bid. The motion was 
supported by Ashton and the roll-call 
vole was unanimous.

This is my first year to prepare a 
holiday dinner. What is the best 
way to defrost, cook and store a 
turkey to avoid food poisoning? 

Signed: Inexperienced Cook 


Following these simple suggestions 
will help make the holidays both happy 
and healthy, 

eCheck the turkey packaging for 
thawing instrucuons. It’s best to thaw 
iin the original wrapper in the 
refrigerator, planning on 24 hours per 
five pounds of turkey. If speedy 
defrosting is necessary, submerge 
under cold water ina large utility sink, 
changing water every 30 minutes to 
keep it cold, or place the bird under 
cold running water. This type of 
thawing requires 30 minutes per pound. 

“Once thawed, the turkey ideally 
should be cooked within 24 hours. 
Keep refrigerated until time to cook. 

*Take the time to wash the turkey 
thoroughly inside and out, including 
giblets, then drain. Ifturkey feels sticky 
under the wings, atleg joints, orabove 
the tal it may be starting to spoil and 
should not be used. Other indicators of 
trouble include dark wing tips and 2

Stuffing inside of a turkey can bea 
source of food-bome illness. Ideally 
bird and stuffing should be cooked 
separately, especially if turkey is too 
large to eat at one sitting. Stuffing 
prepared in advance should be 
refrigerated immediately and loosely 
placed in the turkcy just before 
cooking. 

*Plan on cooking the turkey 15-18 
minutes per pound for an unstuffed 
bird, and 18-24 minutes per pound for 
a stuffed bird, ina 325 degree oven. A 
meat thermometer is recommended. 
Turkey is done when dark meat 
registers 180, breast reaches 170, or 
stuffing reaches 165. 

eIf turkey is done ahead of schedule 
and must be held until the rest of 
dinner ts finished cooking, loweroven 
temp to 20%) degrees and watch meat 
thermometer to make sure it never 
falls below 140 degrees. 

*Turkey should never remain on the 
holiday table more than an hour or 
two. Then meat should be removed 
from bones and refrigerated prompuy.

President Bill Clinton says he will 
help balance the budget—some day~- 
but wou’t permit Republican budget 
bills to become law because they gut 
Medicare, harm the poor and do all 
sorts of bad things, So, his veto pen is 
activated. 

Republicans, with majoritics in both 
House and Senate, claim Mr. Clinton 
won’t agree to balance the budget in 
the next seven years, which is their 
target. They claim that’s what the 
people want, that’s what they 
promised, and that’s what they insist 
will happen. So they pass bills their 
way, and Mr. Clinton vetoes them.

INSTANT POLLS indicate about 
twice as many responders favor Mr. 
Clinton over Speaker Newt Gingrich 
in his standoff.

As William Mershon, according to 
the story, was wading along the North 
Branch one afternoon in the summer 
of 1906, it occurred to him that the 
undersized trout his party wok had a 
good chance of surviving because they 
were fishing with flies, which the fish 
seldom swallowed. Most of the 
fishermen on the AuSable were using 
hooks baited with worms, and 
frequently those hooks were 
swallowed, killing the fish. 

For Mershon, the soluuion seemed 
simple, why not a law restricting the 
North Branch to fly fishing only. in 
1907, he was successful in having a 
lawyer draw up a bill and having tt 
introduced into. both houses of the 
legislature. The Commitice of 
Fisheries listened to the information 
presented by Mershon and his friends, 
who stressed the high casualty cate in

undersized trout taken with baited 
hooks. 

The legislature, had in the past, 
passed laws prohibiting specific 
methods of hunting and fishing, so 
there was nothing standing in their 
way to set up a fly-fishing-only law. 
The bill passed and Michigan had the 
unique privilege of experimenting with 
anovel idea. Unfortunately there were 
few who seemed interested in the 
resulls and records to substantiate 
Mershon’s observations were notkept. 

In 1913, the law was up for review, 
and Mershon provided information 
from his own records indicating a 
dramatic increase in the number of 
fish caught. For example, in 1909, 
there were over 18,000 fish caught, in 
1910, over 31,000 were caught, in 
1914, (a bad year for fishing due to 
weather conditions) over 18,000 fish 
were taken, butin 1912, nearly 30,000 
fish were taken. 

The law was repealed in 1913, even 
though opposition to the law was not

Perhaps the legislature had 
visions of a bare -foot boy withacanof 
worms and a willow pole. Also, keep 
in mind that in 1913, fly fishing was 
still associated with wealthy 
sportsmen, The mass production of 
fly rods and flies was not yet available 
amd the scientific collecting and study 
of necessary data was just starting. It 
would be another eight years (1921) 
before the Conservauion Department 
was organized. 

Today, we know that nearly 40 
percent of trout taken with a baited 
hook die, while only 3 percent of those 
taken with flies dic, and we also know 
that only a few streams can be used for 
fly fishing. Mershon’s idea should have 
taught us there is no one answer to 
providing more trout for more 
sportspeople. Far more important than 
anything clse ts for those using our 
natural resources, whether sponsmen 
or those in the legislative halls, to have 
an outdoor ethic which puts the 
resource first. 

In the long run, what is good for the 
resource 1s good for all of us.

Bible Perversion 


Cecil Williams, a minister of the 
pro-gay Glide Memorial Church in 
San Francisco, testified before a 
congressional hearing as follows: 
“There are no absolutes. All absolutes 
have tobe... reinterpreted, revised. That 
is why you have revised versions of 
the Bible...The Bible is not the Word 
of God but the word of men in which 
the contemporary word of God comes 
to men...A Bible passage is to be 
interpreted in terms of experience.”

Besides the clear declaration above, 
Carl Graham in his book, The Proper 
Perspective on the Bible Sodomy and 
the NIV, gives some insight for why 
words like Sodomy and Sodomite have 
been removed from the New 
International Version of the Bible. One 
of the literary consultants for the NIV 
translating commiuec is a professed 
lesbian, Dr. Virginia Ramey 
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Mollenkott. In response tothe question, 
“Why was it important to both of you 
to come out as lesbians?” Dr, 
Mollenkott replied, “My lesbianism 
has always been a part of me...But 
what I did ultimately realize was that 
God created me as I was, and that this 
is where life was meaningful.” (These 
quotes and more are found in the 
Episcopal publication Witness for 
June, 1991, pages 20-23.) 

InGail Riplinger’s new book, Which 
Bible Is God's Word? Mollenkott is 
quoted saying, “Icanno longer worship 
ina theological context which depicts 
God as an abusive parent and Jesus as 
the obedient trusting child.” Riplinger 
gives evidence where, “Mollenkott 
refers to God as ‘she’ and her religion 
as ‘monism.’” 

The above facts support Russ 
Walton’s declaration on page 283 of 
his book, ‘Thus, there is an all-out 
effort toovercome, subvert, or discredit 
religious Organizations that hold fast 
to Biblical truths. They seek to do this

Combatting Medicare fraud: What you can do 


Nearly 800 million claims for 
Medicare benefits were submitted to 
Medicare for payment in 1992. Some 
of the claims were fraudulent, As 
fraudulent claims were detected, some 
providers were warned, some were 
fined, some were thrown out of the 
Medicare program, and some were 


sent to prison. Despite the efforts, it is 
estimated that as much as $10 billion 
Was stolen from Medicare that year. 
Fach time Medicare pays a claim it 
shouldn't, the government is being 
ripped off, and as a taxpayer, so are 
you. When someone knowingly or 
willingly hes in order to get paid, this 


is fraud, a federal crime. Such acrime 
happens whena provider misrepresents 
on the claim form what was fumished 
to the consumer. 

When you suspect that Medicare 
has improperly patd a claim, contact 
the insurance company that paid. The 
company will contact the provider to 


investigate. If you wish, your name 
will notbe used, If you feel comfortable 
doing so, you may coniact the provider 
that submitted the claim before calling 
Medicare and inform the provider that 


Medicare paid for the item of service. 
Also, explain why you believe 
Medicare should not have paid. 

If the provider made an honest 
mistake, it can be corrected and 
Medicare will get a refund. If the

In many cases, you will not suspect 
foul play until you review the 
Explanation of your Part B Medicare 
Benefits (EOMB). These explanations 
include information on whether or not 
Medicare paid, how much, and the 
item/service for which Medicare paid. 
These statements are valuable in 
detecting Medicare fraud. Look for: 


*Duplicate payment for the same 
service: 

Ambulance services you are not 
aware of; 

*Payment for home medical 
equipment while you or a family 
member are in a Medicare-approved 
hospital or nursing home; 

*Datcs of service on the EOMB that 
differ from the dates you actually 


received the service; 
*Outpatient services billed while the 


patient was in the hospital; and 

‘ftems or services you do not recall 
getung. Remember however, that there 
are some instances when you will 
receive bills from aprovider you never 
saw. Forexample, youmay have gotten 
services from radiologists or 
cardiologists who interprettest results 
for your personal physician. You may 
never meet these consultants, but they 
perform real, necessary Services. 

If you believe Medicare is being 
cheated, call or write the Medicare 
company that paid the claim. The 
name, address and telephone number 
are on the Explanation of Your Part B 
Medicare Benefits, If you plan to write 
rather than call, clearly state at the 
beginning of your letter that you are 
filing a fraud complaint. This will 
ensure that yourcomplaintis processed 
through the mail room to the fraud 
unit, Address the envelope to the name 
and address on the explanation of 
Medicare benefits, attention: Medicare 
Fraud Unit. 


Tips on avoiding overspending

Prevent Carbon Monoxide accidents 


Carbon monoxide (CO) is an odor- 
less, tasteless, coloriess and non-irn- 
tating gas that is very toxic, because il 
combines with the body’s blood and 
prevents it from absorbing oxygen. A 
person exposed to carbon monoxide 
may complain of dizziness, headache, 
nausea, sleepiness and similar symp- 
toms. In severe cases, CO poisoning 
can be fatal. 


CO is a product of incomplete 
combustion of organic material, which 
includes such common fucls as coal, 
wood, charcoal, gasoline, kerosene, 
diesel fuel, heating oil, natural gas and 
propane, and almost any other com- 
bustible material such as tobacco, 
fibers and paper. Smoke inhalation 
from fires is the most common form of 
CO poisoning, although cigarette 
smoke and vehicle exhaust fumes 
create the most significant sources of 
regular exposure to CO for most 


poople. 


Vents, equipmentand chimneys that 
are not properly installed, used or main- 
tained are the primary cause of carbon 
monoxide problems associated with 
heating equipment and appliances. 


To prevent CO from causing injury, 
the American Gas Association recom- 
mends that consumers take the fol- 
lowing steps: 

* Never leave a vehicle engine 
running in a garage. 

» Have your fumace and water- 
heating system properly. 

* Be sure that fireplaces and wood

most significant in those who remained 
productive. 

It was found that nearly 12 percent 
have trouble walking, nearly 24 percent 
have trouble climbing stairs and about 


17 percent necd help doing their | 


grocery shopping. The seven 
conditions most associated with 
disabilities, they found, are stroke, 
pain, diabetes, arthritis, incontinence, 
poor vision and hip fracture.
